SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


District No. 1. 


It may be enough to say that Mr. F. L. Taytor employed 
Miss Neiur A. Sarcent and Mr. W. G. Crawrorp, as teachers 
in No. 1, and they rendered good service. 


District No. 2. 


In No. 2, Mr. N. G. Roby employed Misses H. M. Gove and 
¥. A. Eaton, and their success was all that could be expected. 


District No. 3 No School. 


District No. 4. 


In No. 4, Mr. F. A. Cram employed Mrs. 8. J. Baker and 
Mrs. E. A. Wyman, and it would have been difficult for him to 
have done better. 


District No. 5. 


In No. 5, Mr. 8. Haskins employed Miss I. Bett Sargent 
for the first term, but unfortunate circumstances put it beyond 
her power to render useful service. Miss L. M. Sanporn was 
employed for the 2nd. term, and her labors were not in vain. 


District No. 6. 
In No. 6, Mz. L. F. 8S. Battov employed Miss M. A. Bisnop

for the first term, but her health made her success less than it might 
otherwise have been. In the 2nd. and 3rd. terms Miss C. M. Farnum 
rendered very acceptable service. 


District No. 7. 


In No. 7, Mr J. A. Burrick employed Miss C. F. Emmons and 
Miss 8. S. Prrmmer, and their success is seldom equalled. Under 
Miss P’s instructions the larger scholars did themselves great honor. 


District No. 8. 


In N. 8, Mr. J. Wevts employed Miss C. A. Watxer for both 
terms. There is little prospect that the agent for ’82 can do as 
well unless the District builds a new school-house for such worthy 
scholars as they have in No. 8. 


District No. 9. 


In No. 9, Mr. N. P. Forp employed Miss A. L. Watker for 
both terms. It is enough to say that she is a worthy sister of Miss. 
Clara A., in more senses than one. | 


District No. 10. 


In No. 10, Mr. Guo. H. Wiaein employed Miss L. H. Scatzs 
for the only term. It was her first attempt at teaching, and her 
success was such that she ought to feel encouraged to try again. 


The schools, as a whole, were as much of a success as we could 
expect; perhaps a little more so. Some were excellent, very, and 
few were less than a success. If parents and friends were more in- 
tent on making them a success, the failures would be less. 

The books, generally are good. A change in the spellers has been 
made, on unusually favorable terms. So long has Greenleaf’s 
Arithmetics been in use, perhaps a change might be advantageously 
made before long.
